Council housing 
shake-up looms

HAMMERSMITH and Fulham council 
should hand over control of its entire social 
housing stock to a new community-led or¬ 
ganisation in order to give residents a greater 
say in its management, according to an inde¬ 
pendent panel. 

Ownership of more than 17,000 council homes - 
around a fifth of the borough’s total housing supply 
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- could soon be transferred to the new organi¬ 
sation. 

The news comes after a residents’ commis¬ 
sion set up to investigate options for safeguard¬ 
ing council housing in Hammersmith and 
Fulham published its long-awaited recommen¬ 
dations. Its report urges the council to transfer 
all of its housing stock to a new not-for-profit 
local provider. 

The plan would put tenants at the heart of the 
decision-making process by giving them the 
chance to become shareholding members. 

Senior councillors will make a decision on 
the proposals in December. Any transfer would 
also be subject to a ballot of council tenants. 


The commission was set up to find the best 
way to safeguard the borough’s council homes 
and estates, while finding ways to keep rents 
and service charges low. 

It also looked at the quality and condition of 
council homes across the borough and assessed 
how much it would cost to improve them. 

The report concluded: “We found the only 
sure way of protecting residents’ homes is to 
put them in the safe keeping of a new organi¬ 
sation with a resident membership. 

“This way residents can oversee all major 
decisions. This means a transfer of ownership

ownership that tenants would 
have to vote for. The model we 
recommend - a community 
gateway - is one that lets resi¬ 
dents have more control locally 
if they want it.” 

The commission also said 
government restrictions on the 
council’s borrowing meant 
there would not be enough 
money to carry out improve¬ 
ments to the stock and that the 
condition of homes would soon 
start to deteriorate. Instead, it 
calls for the stock to be handed 
over to a new organisation that 
would be free to spend on re¬ 
pairs and renovations. 

Keith Hill, the former 
Labour MP and housing minis¬ 
ter who chaired the commis¬ 
sion, said: “Our decision to 
recommend a community gate¬ 
way option has been exhaus¬ 
tively examined and 
passionately debated. And we 
think a full transfer is the best 
option for council tenants, 
leaseholders and housing in the 
borough.” 

Councillor Lisa Homan, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
housing, said the commission 
had made a “compelling case” 
for a transfer of ownership and 
that the proposals would be 
carefully considered before a 
final decision was reached. 

“The council is absolutely 
committed to doing what is 


best to protect the interests of 
residents of council homes 
now and in the future,” she 
added. 

“We want to ensure that 
homes are safeguarded for the 
future, tenants’ rights are pro¬ 
tected and the quality of homes 
maintained and improved. 
“That is why we established 
this trailblazing commission 
and why we will now take the 
next few weeks to properly 
consider their recommenda¬ 
tions.” 

Opposition councillors were 
critical of proposals to “abolish 
council housing in Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham” as well as 
the financial expense of setting 
up the commission. 

Councillor Harry Phibbs, the 
Conservatives’ housing 
spokesman, said: “There is no 
magic money tree - whether 
the housing stock remains 
council owned or is handed 
over to a housing association. 
Estates are going to be redevel¬ 
oped. 

“Stock transfer would not 
solve any of the problems that 
would have to be faced. But it 
would mean that those dealing 
with the problems would have 
synthetic rather than genuine 
accountability to residents.” 

Members of the council’s 
cabinet are due to reach a deci¬ 
sion on the proposals at a meet¬ 
ing on December 7. 


Survey shows 
support for 
20mph limit

PLANS to enforce a 
20mph speed limit in 
Hammersmith and Fulham 
are backed by a “signifi¬ 
cant majority” of residents, 
according to a survey. 

The results of a council con¬ 
sultation on the proposals sug¬ 
gest reducing the speed limit 
across the borough is the single 
most popular option. 

Feedback from more than 
5,000 respondents collected 
over the summer revealed that 
45 per cent were in favour of a 
blanket 20mph limit on all 
council-managed roads in the 
borough. 

Around three in 10 (29 per¬ 
cent) said they opposed the 
speed limit reduction, while 
just over a quarter (26 percent) 
wanted the 20mph limit on 
some roads but not others. 

More than 350 people specif¬ 
ically asked for Fulham Palace 
Road to be excluded from any 


speed limit reductions, al¬ 
though around two thirds were 
still in favour of it becoming a 
20mph zone. 

In some parts of Fulham a 
majority of respondents were 
against the speed limit reduc¬ 
tion. 

The results of the consulta¬ 
tion will be presented to Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham council’s 
community safety, environment 
and residents’ services policy 
and accountability committee at 
a meeting on Wednesday (No¬ 
vember 18). 

Councillor Larry Culhane, 
chair of the committee, said: 
“We had a strong response to 
this consultation, which reflects 
what an important issue the 
safety of our roads is. 

“I invite all those interested 
in hearing what other residents 
had to say to attend the meet¬ 
ing.” 

Cllr Culhane added: “No 
final decision is being made yet 
so it is a good chance to review 
the results and find out more 
about what happens next.”

Bin collections stay weekly after 
consultation sparks political spat

COUNCIL leaders have 
reaffirmed their commit¬ 
ment to maintaining 
weekly rubbish bin collec¬ 
tions in Fulham after a 
waste and street cleaning 
consultation sparked a po¬ 
litical row. 

Conservative councillors 
claimed Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham’s Labour leadership had 
“u-turned” on the issue last 
week, following a backlash 
against what they perceived as 
plans to reduce the frequency of 
collections. 

But Councillor Stephen 
Cowan, the Leader of the Coun¬ 
cil, insisted there was never any 
intention to change the service 
and criticised “vested interests” 
who he said had tried to “scare¬ 
monger” about cutbacks. 

A public consultation was 
carried out between October 1 
and November 8, which sought 
to gather residents’ views on 
kerbside refuse collections, the 
delivery of recycling sacks and 
‘street cleansing’. 

The consultation briefing ex¬ 
plained that the council was 


making plans for “significant 
savings over the next few 
years”, stating that “there are 
difficult choices to be made”. 

Local Conservatives set up a 
campaign group - ‘Save Our 
Bins’ - after claiming that the 
council was planning to scrap 
weekly rubbish collections. It 
warned that roads were already 
“extremely untidy” and that a 
reduction to the service would 
“attract rats, foxes and disease”. 

However, Cllr Cowan dis¬ 
missed the criticism in a state¬ 
ment issued last week setting 
out the council’s intention to 
maintain the service. 

He said: “Clearly at a time 
when the Government is mak¬ 
ing such huge cuts, there will be 
many vested interests who will 
want to scare-monger about 
how those cuts might appear. 

“But we reaffirm that we will 
continue to prioritise key coun¬ 
cil services, such as bin collec¬ 
tions, for our residents while we 
make sure that we continue to 
keep council tax low. Govern¬ 
ment cuts in public spending 
have forced half of all councils 
up and down the country to re¬ 
duce the frequency of refuse 
and recycling collections, but 
that’s not going to happen here 
in Hammersmith and Fulham.” 



Responding to the statement, 
Conservative councillors said 
the Labour leadership had 
backtracked on the issue after 
coming under pressure. 

Councillor Greg Smith, 
leader of the Conservative 
group, told The Chronicle : “To 
deny cutting refuse collections 
was on the table is simply ex¬ 
traordinary. It is clear that they 
have u-turned following pres¬ 
sure from Conservative council¬ 
lors and thousands of angry 
residents. Labour now need to 
issue a clear statement confirm¬ 
ing that they will not try to cut 
weekly bin collections and 
maintain twice-weekly collec¬ 
tions for everyone who cur¬ 
rently has them. Conservatives 
believe the frequency of bin col¬ 
lections is a critical issue for 
residents in an area as densely 
populated as ours and, if any¬ 
thing, are not frequent enough 
for many households.” 

When contacted by The 
Chronicle the council reiterated 
its commitment to weekly bin 
collections.

No other 
vehicles were involved in the 
collision. 

Officers from Hammersmith 
and Fulham police's serious 
collision investigation unit are 
now appealing for information 
about the incident. 

A Met spokesman said inquiries 
were continuing but no arrests 
had been made.

Market evacuated 
after bomb found 

ONE of London's iconic markets was evacuated 
after an unexploded bomb was discovered. 

Spitalfields in East London was cleared after 
the Second World War device was found at a 
nearby construction site at about 9.45am on 
Thursday, November 12. 

A number of businesses were closed as a 
precautionary measure and a police cordon was 
thrown across the junction of Commercial Street 
and Brushfield Street while specialist officers 
attempted to remove the bomb, thought to have 
been dropped in a Luftwaffe raid on the city. 

Around noon, traders were told that it was 
safe for them to return to their stalls. Kenny, a 
bag designer who has worked at the market for 
nine and a half years, said an orange digger at 
the construction site across the road had come 
into contact with the ordnance when businesses 
were still setting up shop. 

Earlier this year, residents in Bethnal Green 
and Bermondsey in London were evacuated by 
the emergency services after similar wartime 
bombs were discovered. 

Under 11s travel free 

CHILDREN under 11 will be able to enjoy free 
travel on all National Rail services in London 
from January 2, the mayor Boris Johnson 
announced this week. 

At the moment children are only allowed free 
travel when they are accompanied by a paying 
adult on Tube, Transport for London rail, 
Docklands Light Railway, and London 
Overground trips. 

Mr Johnson said that hundreds of thousands 
of families would benefit from the measure. 

Meanwhile, season ticket priceas will rise by 
nearly one percent in the new year, TfL said. 


Urgent plea to 
fight pollution

WORRIED London As¬ 
sembly chiefs are calling 
for urgent Government 
cash to bring forward the 
clean-up of the capital’s 
filthy air in a desperate bid 
to save the lives of 47,500 
Londoners who will other¬ 
wise die. 

London now has most of the 
dirtiest air in Britain - contribut¬ 
ing to the death of almost 
10,000 people every year - and 
in some spots it is 20 times the 
legal limit. 

City chiefs say the current 
levels of traffic filth in the air 
are “an unacceptable threat to 
public health”. 

The capital has more than 600 
miles of roads where exhaust 
fumes exceed the legal limit. 
London’s huge area of killer air 
now makes up 43 per cent of the 
entire UK total. 

Pollution from nitrogen diox¬ 
ide and other killer gases is cur¬ 
rently sending 9,500 people a 
year to an early grave and the 
London Assembly is calling for 
immediate action on the Air 
Quality Plan to save the lives of 
tens of thousands more. 

Following warnings from 
doctors and health officials to 


joggers to stop running near 
busy roads and fears that espe¬ 
cially-polluted Oxford Street is 
becoming a death zone, the Lon¬ 
don Assembly Environment 
Committee is now calling for 
the updated Air Quality Plan to 
ensure that the UK complies 
with legal levels of nitrogen 
dioxide (N02) by 2020 instead 
of the proposed 2025 - 15 years 
later than authorities ordered. 

In a response to the Govern¬ 
ment’s consultation, the Envi¬ 
ronmental Committee said the 
current proposals “lack ambition 
and initiative”. 

The plan is being revised after 
the Supreme Court in April this 
year ordered the Government to 
take action to tackle the danger¬ 
ously high levels of N02 found 
in the UK. 

Compliance with the limits is 
required as soon as possible and 
a revised plan must be proposed 
by the end of this year. 

“The committee’s response 
highlights that the proposals fail 
to question the real emissions of 
Euro 6 diesel vehicles, despite it 
now being common knowledge 
that many models certified as 
compliant emit several times the 
regulatory NOx (nitric oxide 
and nitrogen dioxide) limit on 
UK roads, with some emitting 
up to 20 times the legal level,” 
said an Assembly spokes¬ 
woman. 


Darren Johnson, Chair of the 
Environment Committee, said 
compliance with EU air regula¬ 
tions needed to be brought for¬ 
ward by at least five years, 
saving up to 47,500 lives. 

“The EU regulations setting 
out safe levels of nitrogen diox¬ 
ide first came into force in 2010, 
so to still be in breach of them 
in 2025, some 15 years later, is 
an unacceptable threat to public 
health,” said Mr Johnson. 

“To put it simply, it’s too long 
to wait when we know that 
9,500 people a year are dying 
due to the dangerously high lev¬ 
els of pollution in London alone. 

“The Supreme Court ordered 
the Government to demonstrate 
that all feasible, effective and 
proportionate measures have 
been considered and to ensure 
legal compliance as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

“With this in mind, the com¬ 
mittee believes that the current 
version of the Air Quality Plan 
requires considerable revision, 
at the very least to address the 
recent diesel revelations and to 
support the use of ultra-low 
emissions vehicles through in¬ 
centives such as a national 
scrappage scheme. The Mayor 
of London and some other local 
authorities are taking action, but 
the Government needs to fund 
and support this, not just leave 
them to it.”

Ruff justice as 
council agrees to 
make fence safe

KENSINGTON and 
Chelsea Royal Borough 
Council is to come to the 
aid of the puppies of North 
Kensington after owners 
complained that a park 
fence needed to be made 
safe so that dogs do not 
run into the road. 

Puppies, older dogs and their 
owners came together to lobby 
the council over fencing around 
the temporary Athlone Gardens 
park, which is in the middle of 
the Womington Green develop¬ 
ment site. 

They expressed concerns 
that the height of the fencing 
from the ground is currently 
unsuitable for a park used by 
dogs, as they can easily slip 
under the fence and run into the 
road, where construction lorries 
drive past. 

The council at first refused 
to add wire netting to fill the 
gap, stating that owners and 
carers should control the dogs. 
But puppy owners protested. 

One said: “My Casper is 
concerned that his natural in¬ 
stincts to run free and explore 
are being curtailed by the inad-

equate fence. I have to be con¬ 
stantly on guard and calling 
him back, which makes for a 
fraught outing for both of us.” 

There have been several in¬ 
stances of small dogs getting 
out beneath the fence and run¬ 
ning into the road. Owners 
feared that one day there would 
be an accident. 


“Sometimes larger dogs ar¬ 
riving at the park unleashed 
will scrabble excitedly under 
the fence and frighten small 
dogs,” said an owner. 

Owners said the gap under 
the fence was “totally unac¬ 
ceptable”, and that it is impos¬ 
sible to train puppies if they 
cannot be safely contained in 
the park. At present the gap is 
large enough in places to allow 
children to slide beneath, which 
also poses all kinds of potential 
problems for parks police 
whose job it is to ensure safety 
at night when the park gates are 
locked. 

Another owner said: “You 
would never put an inadequate 
fence around a toddlers’ play¬ 
ground. They need to be safe 
and kept within their carers’ 
view. It is precisely the same 
with puppies - they are not 
dangerous, just young and cu¬ 
rious.” 

But last week, after the bor¬ 
ough council was made aware 
of the protest, officers took the 
lead to make the park puppy- 
safe. 

A council spokesman said: 
“We are instructing a contractor 
to install mesh around the bot¬ 
tom of the fencing which will 
resolve the problem.”

IMPROVED cycle facilities, with an 
option for segregated lanes on West¬ 
minster Bridge, a new crossing for 
pedestrians and a new cycle and pedes¬ 
trian-friendly junction at the southern 
end of the bridge are included in plans 
being consulted on by Transport for 
London. 

The improvements would open up safer 
cycle links from Waterloo station and south 
London to the new East-West Cycle Super¬ 
highway, currently under construction. 

It would give cyclists a high quality route 
from Waterloo to Parliament Square, the Em¬ 
bankment, Marble Arch, Paddington, Black- 
friars and the City. 

There would also be a link to the new Cen¬ 
tral London Grid cycle route along the South 
Bank. Almost a third of morning peak-hour 
traffic on the bridge is bikes, according to 
TfL's 2013 cycle census. 

Leon Daniels, Managing Director of Sur¬ 
face Transport at TfL, said: “London is rap¬ 
idly changing and that is why we are 


modernising our roads to keep pace with it. 
We can turn a potentially hazardous junction 
into a safer place for cyclists and pedestrians 
by redesigning this area. Our proposed safety 
improvements would benefit Londoners and 
commuters of London's busiest railway sta¬ 
tion, Waterloo, who would have better walk¬ 
ing and cycling links to and from the station.” 

The proposed changes would create a new 
pedestrian crossing on the south-east arm of 
the Westminster Bridge South roundabout by 
the Park Plaza hotel, segregated cycle lanes, 
and separate traffic signals for cyclists at the 
junction, reducing conflict with motor vehi¬ 
cles, where most serious cyclist collisions 
occur. 

A new trial 20mph limit for all traffic is 
also proposed on the bridge, on part of West¬ 
minster Bridge Road, Addington Street and 
York Road. 

The existing bus and general traffic lanes 
on the bridge would remain. 

Andrew Gilligan, the mayor’s cycling 
commissioner, said: “This is one of the 
mayor’s Better Junction schemes to vastly 
improve another of London’s trickiest big 
junctions. After completion of this scheme, 
our intention is segregated lanes on Westmin¬ 
ster Bridge Road to fill the short quarter-mile 
gap between it and the 
North-South Superhigh¬ 
way on St George’s Road. 

“You would then be 
able to cycle on fully-seg¬ 
regated or traffic-free 
routes from Paddington, 
Marble Arch and Hyde 
Park Corner to Elephant 
and Castle.” 

Councillor Jennifer 
B rathwaite, Cabinet mem¬ 
ber for the Environment at 
Lambeth Council, said: 
“Anything that makes cy¬ 
cling and walking in Lon¬ 
don safer is to be 
welcomed. It’s better for 
our health, better for our 
city and better for our 
streets, which for too long 
have been dominated by 
the car.” 

The work forms part of 
TfL’s Road Modernisation 
Plan, a £4billion invest¬ 
ment in the capital’s vital 
road network.

pact on services, prices, 
conditions or programmes. 
The operator will sit be¬ 
hind our brand, so we will 
retain our name ‘Westway 
Sports & Fitness.’ The only 
change is that we will have 
an organisation with 
greater focus, expertise 
and buying power than us, 
able to bring economies of 
scale and run the operation 
more efficiently. 

And, it should be stressed 
that there will be very 
strict conditions of partner¬ 
ship. The successful opera¬ 
tor must be not-for-profit; 
have a robust, achievable 
business plan; align with 
our values; have the ex¬ 
pertise, insight and inno¬ 
vation to encourage more 
people in the local commu¬ 
nity to take up sport or 
physical activity; be com¬ 
mitted to improving the fa¬ 
cilities; and provide better 
career opportunities for 
our employees. 

This is a new project, and 
we are at the early stages.

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Property market 
shake-up leaves 
London off colour 

THE world-famous Monopoly game board has been 
given an 80th birthday update by a London estate 
agency to include today’s average property prices. 

The refreshed playing surface of the iconic Lon¬ 
don real estate board game shows how the areas’ for¬ 
tunes have fared according to average property prices 
in 2015 - with some surprising results. 

The colour-coded London districts have been kept 
the same, but have been moved around on the board 
according to average house prices for each area, ob¬ 
tained through industry data. 

Experts say the findings highlight how much the 
London property market has increased in value, but 
also show how areas have increased and decreased 
in price compared to where they were in the property 
market in 1935 when the game was first released. 

Working with clients including sheikhs and bil¬ 
lionaires, the Hanover West End esate agency team 
remodelled the Monopoly board to give it a 2015 
makeover. Old Kent Road and Whitechapel Road re¬ 
main the low-value areas on the board. Vine Street, 
which was originally half away along the board, has 
dropped to third least expensive with an average 
property price of £539,663. 

Vine Street has replaced the Angel Islington, 
which has increased in value, and moved to the pink 
section where Whitehall originally sits, at a value of 
£816,320. Another surprising increase in value is Eu- 
ston Road. At an average price of £1,041,250, it has 
moved six places up to where Marlborough Street is 
situated on the board. 

According to the statistics, Park Lane, which is 
one of the most expensive areas in the real Monopoly 
game and sits next to Mayfair, has dropped drasti¬ 
cally to replace Coventry Street, with an average 
property value of £1,873,333. Regent Street now ac¬ 
companies Mayfair at the top, with an average price 
of £2,859,460. 

Richard Douglas, director at Hanover West End, 
said: “We anticipated that there would be differences 
in the property market from 80 years ago. However, 
the extent to how much it has changed is surprising. 
We knew Mayfair would remain at the top of the 
board and Old Kent Road at the bottom, but the areas 
that have moved in between are eye-opening. 

“Fleet Street, which has always been a prominent 
central location in London, has dropped down to the 
blue area of the board with an average value of 
£611,000. The way London has evolved and grown 
has had a significant impact on which areas have 
flourished. We are certain London will continue to 
change over the next 80 years.”

University research unit 
to help Met police capital

THE first research centre to 
focus on meeting the policing 
challenges faced by big cities 
is to be set up at University 
College London. 

Plans for the new independent 
Institute for Global City Policing 
were announced last week by the 
Mayor of London’s Office for 
Policing And Crime and the Metro¬ 
politan Police. The new centre will 
give London’s police chiefs a firm 
base of proper academic research 
akin to other professions such as 
law and medicine. 

The mayor’s office said: “As 
London continues to grow, amidst a 
changing criminal landscape, and as 
public safety budgets are squeezed, 
it is imperative that the Met is able 
to call on the best possible research 


to help target resources as effec¬ 
tively and efficiently as possible. 

“The new institute will build on 
the relationship between London’s 
police force and academia and en¬ 
able far more rigorous and inde¬ 
pendent investigation into the issues 
facing London from the precursors 
of knife crime, to the efficacy of 
stop and search. 

“It is hoped the new analysis will 
help inform the best and most cost- 
effective decisions for example, by 
identifying the key drivers of crime 
or by demonstrating which tactics 
are most successful in a city like 
London, whilst maintaining the 
highest standards of public safety.” 

The institute will bring together 
some of the world’s leading experts 
in policing and crime research and 
offer unprecedented access to the 
Met’s crime and policing data. Its 
work programme will be agreed 
jointly by MOPAC, the Met, and 


university partners, in consultation 
with an international advisory 
group. It is expected to focus on 
complex challenges unique to large 
and rapidly growing global cities 
from police tactics to organised 
criminal networks, gangs, counter¬ 
terrorism, and cyber-crime. 

Stephen Greenhalgh, Deputy 
Mayor for Policing and Crime, said: 
“Policing a growing and changing 
global city like London is a unique 
challenge, and this new Institute 
will help ensure we are equipped to 
meet it. With unprecedented access 
to London’s policing data, this new 
partnership will allow the Met to 
call upon the expertise of the 
world’s leading academics in keep¬ 
ing Londoners safe and crime off 
our streets.” 

Sir Bernard Hogan-Howe QPM, 
Commissioner of the Metropolitan 
Police Service, said: “I’m delighted 
that the institute will be up and run¬ 


ning very soon. The police need the 
same kind of academic knowledge 
base as engineering, medicine or 
law. It is a great privilege to keep 
over 60 million people safe. We al¬ 
ways need help in achieving that 
aim.” 

Professor David Price, UCL 
Vice-Provost (Research), said: “I 
am delighted that we are able to 
work in partnership with the Met 
Police and MOPAC on this new in¬ 
stitute. UCL is London’s global uni¬ 
versity, so addressing the challenges 
facing global cities is one of our 
central goals. I am confident our re¬ 
lationships with policing will prove 
as positive for both parties as the in¬ 
teractions between academia and 
medicine have done, with world¬ 
leading research and the provision 
of high-quality public services sup¬ 
porting and informing each other.” 

The new institute is due to open 
early next year.

Crossrail 2 plan 
undermined by 
‘short termism’ 

YOUR article on the Crossrail 2 
station proposals in the Novem¬ 
ber 5 edition referred to the 
meeting which was held on No¬ 
vember 3 at Chelsea Town Hall. 

It proved to be a very 
crowded meeting, which was 
obviously well organised in its 
attendance of the ‘anti’ brigade 
but what a farce it proved to be! 

The supposedly impartial 
BBC man controlling the meet¬ 
ing was continually being di¬ 
rected as to where he should 
chose the next person to speak 
by a gentleman prominently 
seated directly in front of him in 
the first row and another from 
the back of the hall who was 
continually running down to the 
front to point out other people at 
the back of the hall to be se¬ 
lected. 

It soon became clear that few 
people with a contrary view 
were having their voice heard 


and, by far, the majority of those 
chosen to speak their minds 
were ‘anti’.

Nobody from the audience 
seemed to take seriously the fact 
that this was a project for the 
next 100 to 150 years and the 
advantages to be obtained in 
time travelling to all parts of 
London via this new station 
would be invaluable. 


When South Kensington and 
Sloane Square stations were es¬ 
tablished in the 1860-70s, there 
were no doubt similar objec¬ 
tions about the carving up of 
houses in Thurloe Square, 
Bourne Street etc but where 
would we be today without the 
District Line running through 
the borough? 

Let’s, just for once, forget 
about short termism and think of 
the generations recently bom 
and about to be bom so that they 
can benefit from the decisions 
taken today - perhaps even in¬ 
cluding a reduction in the num¬ 
ber of buses currently going 
along the King’s Road and caus¬ 
ing such bad daily jams in the 
area.

Make walkers 
safers on our 
streets in winter 

SHOCKING new analysis has 
discovered that pedestrian casu¬ 
alties on British roads peak in 
November each year. 

The research compared four 
years of records and found an 
increase of 42 per cent in seri¬ 
ous pedestrian casualties in No¬ 
vember compared to August. 

Any death on the road is one 
too many. Here at Living 
Streets, the UK charity for 
everyday walking, we are very 
disturbed at this dramatic rise. 

The winter months bring 
challenges for road users, in¬ 
cluding darker evenings and 
bad weather. 

We need to ensure we are 
working to keep people safe 
on our streets. Crossings, 
20mph and pedestrian zones 
are all ways of increasing

The government must invest in 
walking to help save precious 
lives.

Teacher makes world of difference 


NANCIE Atwell, officially the 
best teacher in the world, last 
week addressed parents and 
teachers at Chelsea’s Hamp¬ 
shire School. 

She won the Varkey Founda¬ 
tion’s $1 million Global Teacher 
Prize, which is given to an ex¬ 
ceptional teacher who has made 
an outstanding contribution to 
the profession. Nancie was pre¬ 
sented with the prize, consid¬ 
ered to be the Nobel Prize of 
teaching, by former president 
Bill Clinton. She chose to do¬ 
nate all the prize money to the 
school she founded, the Center 
for Teaching and Learning in 
Maine, USA. 

She told pupils at the West 
London school: “If I had influ¬ 


ence beyond my dreams, I’d di¬ 
rect the educational decision¬ 
makers of the world to pay 
attention to literacy scholarship, 
focus on comprehension, and 
bring children’s literature from 
the periphery of reading in¬ 
struction to the foreground: to 
put wonderful stories front and 
centre.” 

At a separate appearance in 
London Ms Atwell warned that 
a “workshop” approach to les¬ 
sons - where information is de¬ 
livered to a group with little 
attention given to individual 
learners - means pupils are 
missing out on a genuine edu¬ 
cation. 

Speaking at The Capital City 
Academy, where she gave a po¬ 


etry lesson to year eight pupils, 
she said that the focus on test¬ 
ing children wasn’t helping to 
improve standards. 

Citing the United States as an 
example, Ms Atwell high¬ 
lighted the recent National As¬ 
sessment of Educational 
Progress test results, that saw 
maths scores for 10-year-olds 
and 14-year-olds across the US 
drop for the first time since the 
tests began in 1990. 

She said: “In the States we 
are consumed with a set of na¬ 
tional standards called the 
Common Core curriculum. As 
a result of these new set of stan¬ 
dards, kids only read three or 
four books a year, as opposed to 
the 40 books my students read.”

their idea or invention to a 
lugubrious panel in the TV stu¬ 
dio, young entrepreneurs are in¬ 
vited to make their pitch at St 
James’s Palace. 

Pitch @ Palace takes place 
twice a year, with the young 
businesspeople pitching to a se¬ 
lect audience of around 300 
CEOs, investors and business 
leaders. Since the event was 
launched last year a total of £103 
million has been invested in par¬ 
ticipating companies. 

Two weeks ago 15 entrepre¬ 
neurs from all over the UK went 
to the Palace with their new busi¬ 
ness bids. They were selected by 
a panel of judges from a group of 
42 start-ups who revealed their 
ideas at a “bootcamp” event at 
Imperial College London last 
month. 

The winning pitch came from 
Unmade, a new company which 
has built a 3D printer for knitted 
clothes, which allows people to 
custom-design knitwear that is 
manufactured just for them in 90 
minutes at a factory in Somerset 
House. 

A previous competitor, Mark 


Holds worth, creator of Half 
Hitch designer gin, praised 
Prince Andrew’s scheme for 
opening doors to help his busi¬ 
ness boom. 

“When I launched Half Hitch 
Gin last November I did not an¬ 
ticipate being invited by the 
Duke of York to St James’s 
Palace, only six weeks after my 
launch, nor for Half Hitch Gin to 
be in the reception cocktail at his 
Pitch@Palace event,” said Mr 
Holdsworth. 

“With an audience of the 
Britain’s leading business lead¬ 
ers, this has quickly led to some 
fantastic introductions and al¬ 
lowed me to bring my premium 
gin to influential bar industry fig¬ 
ures. The power of referrals from 
these initial advocates has been 
extraordinary and, whilst it’s still 
very early days, I have been 
taken aback by the resulting 
speed of listings in London’s pre¬ 
mier bars and restaurants. 

“There remain of course many 
hurdles to building my gin busi¬ 
ness in the UK and beyond but I 
will be eternally grateful to the 
exposure that the Duke of York 
and the Pitch @ Palace enterprise 
has given Half HitchGin.” 


Other fledgling companies 
that are being helped to fly by 
Pitch@ Palace include Lifebox, 
started by a student from Impe¬ 
rial College’s Dyson School of 
Design Engineering and which 
makes a low-cost baby incubator 
for newborns in developing 
countries; Appear Here, a start¬ 
up that establishes pop-up shops 
in unused retail spaces and which 
has raised £5.75m from in¬ 
vestors, like Balderton Capital; 
and Toothscan, which tracks pa¬ 
tients’dental health history using 
a pulse of light. 

The Duke of York said: “The 
goal of Pitch@Palace is to cele¬ 
brate the innovation that entre¬ 
preneurship actually delivers to 
the UK, and it is trying to raise 
the profile of enterprising activ¬ 
ity by individuals and compa¬ 
nies. 

“We are seeing many, many 
more young people conducting 
entrepreneurial activity. Now 
that we are generating businesses 
that are successful, if we can re¬ 
duce the risk in people's minds... 
then that is what I am trying to 
achieve.” 

Besides organising 

Pitch@Palace, Prince Andrew is 
also personally promoting the in¬ 
ventors and business chiefs of to¬ 
morrow on his own website, with 
the Duke of York’s Entrepreneur 
of the Week, a tipster’s page 
highlighting interesting start-ups 
and what’s hot coming up.

At 57 Madonna proves that who dares wins 


Still top of the shocks

P OOR Madonna. Now 
there’s two words you don’t 
see together a lot, 
particularly when applied to the 
woman who was named by 
Billboard last Christmas as the 
recording artist who had eclipsed 
Paul McCartney to become the 
richest in the world. 

But that was last year and this year, 
according to no less an august authority 
than the New Zealand Daily Herald, 
the queen of pop is on the skids. 

“Is Madonna losing her appeal?” the 
Herald wailed last week, reporting that 
apparently her Rebel Heart tour is 
“making 50 per cent less than her 
previous MDNA tour”. 

Ah, that’ll be the reason why she is 
playing a couple of sold-out nights at 
the 02 next month, then; there’s 
probably no room for her underneath 
the arches of Waterloo Bridge with all 
of the other down and outs. 

It is not clear quite how Madonna’s 
latest transformation into an alleged 
has-been fits with the fact that, before 
she recently brought the tour to Europe, 
the Rebel Heart trek had notched up 
sales of £30 million from playing to 
300,000 fans at 24 shows and is still the 
hottest ticket in all of the towns that it 
visits. 

But you know what it’s like when the 
critics say you’re skidding; what’s 
massive success got to do with 
anything when a down-table sub in 
Auckland reckons you’ve had it? 

Anyway, it gets worse. According to 
that other provincial thunderer, The 
Johannesberg Times, “Madonna is anti¬ 
social” these days. 

How’s that then? Has she had an 
ASBO? According to the Times, “She 
said: ‘I have a very disciplined life. I 
don’t do a lot of socialising. My life 
revolves around my show and my four 
children and trying to live a very 
healthy lifestyle. The only thing I’m 
lacking now is sleep.’” 

Quite possibly her insomnia is 
brought about from fretting that some 
newspaper headline writers do not 
know the difference between not 
socialising and anti-social, but then one 
equally might imagine that the 
Guinness Records-listed biggest- 
selling female recording artist of all 
time has had enough by now of the 
media’s bite-sized Cassandras getting 
it wrong. 

Yet still, in the face of all of this 
contrived calamity from the 
backwoods, Madonna soldiers on, 
daring to defy the parish pump doom- 
mongers because it’s in her DNA. 

“For some strange reason, daring has 
become my raison d’etre,” she told 
Harpers Bazaar last year. “If I can’t be 
daring in my work or the way I live my 
life, then I don’t really see the point of 
being on this planet. 

“That may sound rather extremist, 
but growing up in a suburb in the 
Midwest was all I needed to understand 
that the world was divided into two 
categories: people who followed the 
status quo and played it safe, and 
people who threw convention out the 
window and danced to the beat of a 
different drum. 

“I hurled myself into the second 
category, and soon discovered that 


being a rebel and not conforming 
doesn’t make you very popular. In fact, 
it does the opposite. You are viewed as 
a suspicious character. A troublemaker. 
Someone dangerous.” 

Now what makes for being a rebel in 
the Mid West is not that big a deal; 
“daring” behaviour in the outpost of 
Ohio and the other conservative states 
that make up the moral majority’s 
Camp Bastion would not turn London’s 
hair white. But just now the dangerous 
troublemaker is at it again, getting a bit 
of stick for spanking. Ooo-err. 

Seemingly the singer caused all sorts 
of shocking minx reports last week 
after actress Jessica Chastain appeared 
on stage with her and then Tweeted: “I 
spanked Madonna and I’ve a video to 
prove it.” 

Well actually Jessica, as you and 
everyone else who is not a member of 
the Gross Exaggeration Society knows, 
you did no such thing. You just patted 
her rear four times during a dance 


routine; the Marquis De Sade is not in 
fear of being usurped. But hey, that’s 
those crazy, playing-it-safe people for 
you; you make a pat and they see a 
spank, and this small town relish to 
communally amplify much of what 
Madonna does has just made her bigger 
and bigger. 

Although, as Madonna says, “it’s a 
little bit easier to be daring, especially 
if you are a pop star, because eccentric 
behavior is expected from you”, but 
surely your ‘eccentricity’ doesn’t also 
make people blind? 

But apparently it does. Take the row 
and all of that “shouldn’t be allowed” 
that followed her early hit, Like A 
Virgin. There was all manner of small- 
minded stink over that, with 
fundamentalists calling for her to be 
banned and outlawed as a threat to 
Western decency, a siren for 
promiscuity. But even the most casual 
reading of the lyrics reveals no such 
thing, as Madonna agrees. 


“I was surprised by how people 
reacted to Like a Virgin because when 
I did that song, to me, I was singing 
about how something made me feel a 
certain way - brand-new and fresh - 
and everyone interpreted it as ‘I don't 
want to be a virgin anymore, stuff my 
brains out!’ But that’s not what I sang 
at all. Like a Virgin was always 
absolutely ambiguous,” she said. 

But the song became a monster hit 
and therein lies the genius of Madonna; 
it is not that she is especially prurient, 
it is that she has recognised that that 
first category she identified, the play- 
safers, have a naive expectation of what 
makes for prurience; like giddy aunts 
getting all bashful and twittery over 
those unusually-shaped carrots that 
Esther Rantzen used to hold up on 
That’s Life. 

Now, as anyone who has travelled a 
little in America knows, it’s not 
particularly difficult to pull the shock 
trick in the Mid West, that super¬ 


sensitive land where asking for a 
packet of fags in a tobacconist will get 
you run out of town. 

But there’s a lot of Mid West 
mentality in this world, which 
explained her follow-up in 1989 when, 
once again playing to the play-safers, 
her publicity machine generated the 
sensation that the vicar of Christ on 
Earth had denounced her as some sort 
of Satanic Jezebel. 

According to reports, The Pope and 
much of the Catholic world recoiled in 
outrage at the sight of her kissing the 
feet of a statue of a black saint in the 
video for Like A Prayer, causing such 
a rage of misunderstanding that she 
was dropped by her sponsors, Pepsi. 

To this day, her biographers use 
adjectives of shock to describe the 
video, hoo-hahing about the “sacrilege” 
of its burning crosses when anyone 
remotely balanced might more 
accurately see it as a comment on the 
more real evil of the Ku Klux Klan. 

However, playing to innuendo paid 
off again and the Like A Prayer album 
sold 15 million copies, spawned three 
number one singles including the 
apparently-seditious title track and 
MTV gave her the Greatest Music 
Video Star Ever Award for it. 

The same formula of “there’s gold in 
those rednecks” worked again a year 
later with the release of the Justify My 
Love video, in which Madonna, styled 
no more threateningly than an ‘Alio 
‘Alio waitress, has a cuddle with a 
bloke in a hotel room.

Royal China Fulham Road 

T HERE are no shortage 
of Chinese restaurants 
in Central and West 
London, but the Royal China 
group says it aims to achieve 
an excellence not met by its 
many competitors. 

Its restaurant on the Fulham 
Road offers a homely feel, with its 
smaller and more intimate dining 
experience, while still attaining the 
high standards the group is 
renowned for across the city, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

I went for an early evening sup¬ 
per on a very damp November day 
and was warmed by the friendly 
greeting and excellent service. 

My companion and I shared 
some starters and I was heartened 
to see that my shellfish allergy did¬ 
n’t restrict my choice, which is so 
often the case. 

We started with deep fried 
Shimeji mushrooms with chilli and 
spicy salt (£12) from the specials 
menu and some spicy smoked 
shredded chicken (£6.80). The 
mushrooms were served in a bird’s 
nest basket and were deep fried in 
batter to give a succulent finish but 
with a hot kick. The overall taste 
was great but I did find them just a 
little too salty for my palate. 

The spicy smoked shredded 
chicken was very piquant in crisp 
batter and served with chopped 
green chillies to add that extra 
heat. 

For the main course I chose 
roast duck Cantonese style 
(£11.20) served with egg fried rice 
(£4.20). My fellow diner went for 
the chicken with chilli on chiu 
chow style (£10.80), with mixed 
vegetable noodles (£8.20). The 
duck was perfectly cooked with 
the sweet sauce beautifully en¬ 
veloping the succulent flesh of the 
poultry. 

The chicken was again pretty 
fiery and not that dissimilar to the 
starter, so given the choice again, 
I think my counterpart would have 
gone for a different option. It was 
also just a little too dry, served 
with crispy noodles, and would 
have benefitted from either the soft 
alternative or an added sauce. 

We washed the meal down with

some delicious Spanish Tem- 
pranillo Reinares (£20) and some 
tap water to help soothe the heat in 
our maws. 

I had hoped to sample the dim 
sum, for which the restaurant is 
famed, but actually it wasn’t obvi¬ 
ously on the menu to select and I 
felt too embarrassed to ask. 

I realised on inspection of the 
website that it is on a different 
menu, but this needs to be made a 
little more apparent to the regular 


polite British diner. Having said 
that, our meal was good and for a 
cost of £73.20 was very reason¬ 
able. 

If you’re looking for a pleasing 
Chinese meal away from the 
scrum of central London, the 
Royal China in Fulham Road is a 
worthy alternative and with atten¬ 
tive but not imposing staff, will 
give you a good-value meal and 
the perfect atmosphere to chat with 
friends.

Big Mac gets all grown up and sophisticated 


ONE of things I love about my job is 
the vast variety of things I get to do. 
Last week was no different when I 
was invited to the new McDonald’s 
restaurant in Cambridge Circus, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

It’s been a while since my last 
visit and the technological advances 
are obvious, with self-service tills 
and a much more deluxe look to the 
overall decor. 

The international super brand is 
facing stiff competition from chains 
like Five Guys and Byron’s ham¬ 
burgers and so have launched a new 
range of superior quality burgers 
with a very different and much more 
opulent look to the branding. 

I was given three burgers to taste. 
McDonald’s have announced they 
are going to pilot these three - de¬ 
signed to offer something entirely 
new to customers in the UK. 


The Signature Collection launches 
in 28 restaurants and was created by 
McDonald’s team of food specialists 
and their prestigious Chefs Council. 
The council is a team of chefs with a 
wide range of experience from 
Michelin-starred restaurants to cook¬ 
ing for international royalty. The 
range of premium burgers features a 
thicker beef patty made from 100 per 
cent British and Irish beef. 

I first tried the The Classic, which 
is a 100 per cent British and Irish 
beef patty, two rashers of Beech- 
wood smoked bacon, a slice of natu¬ 
ral cheddar cheese, wholegrain 
mustard mayo, ketchup, Batavia let¬ 
tuce and red onion in a Brioche-style 
bun. 

I was pleasantly surprised by the 
taste of the burger and I’m sure it 
will be a winner with regular burger 
lovers. The bread is quite sweet, 


which makes the larger style burger 
and bun very filling. I also enjoyed 
the fresh lettuce, which added a cool¬ 
ness and crispness to the overall ex¬ 
perience. 

Next I sampled the BBQ, again a 
100 per cent British and Irish beef 
patty but this time with a smoky bar¬ 
becue sauce, coleslaw, red onion, 
Batavia lettuce, Beechwood smoked 
bacon and a slice of natural cheddar 
cheese in a Brioche-style bun. 

This had a really lovely mix of 
flavours, with the barbecue sauce 
complementing the beef perfectly 
and the added coleslaw giving the 
burger a very summery feel. 

My favourite offering from the 
new collection was the Spicy, which 
is again a 100 per cent British and 
Irish beef patty but with Jalapeno 
slices, Pepper Jack cheese, Batavia 
lettuce, mayo and a spicy relish in a 


Brioche-style bun. I like hot food so 
this always looked like it was going 
to be a winner for me. 

The mix of tastes was very good, 
and the mayo added just enough 
coolness to take away some of the 
bum. 

I don’t profess to be a burger con¬ 
noisseur, but I was impressed with 
this new range. They are, however, 
very filling, due to the larger size, so 
a side may not be necessary with one 
of these. 

The trial is taking place in 28 
restaurants in London and the South, 
and is set to be rolled out across the 
country next summer, when the Sig¬ 
nature Collection will become a per¬ 
manent item on the menu in around 
400 refurbished. 

In the not too distant future, the 
company hopes to introduce the op¬ 
tion of customising burgers.

Chocolate 

dipped 

chestnuts 

Makes 20 or so 


T hese make great little after-dinner 

chocolates - alternatively, box or bag 
them up as Christmas gifts or put 
them under the tree for people to nibble on. 

Ingredients 

200-250g good-quality 70 per cent dark 
chocolate, broken into pieces 

20 or so candied chestnuts, drained 

20 or so cocktail sticks 


Method 

PUT the chocolate pieces in a dry, clean bowl 
over a pan of simmering water, heat for five 
minutes or so, stirring every so often until the 
chocolate has melted. 

Line a tray with clingfilm. Dry the chestnuts 
off with some paper, then skewer them with a 
cocktail stick and dip into the chocolate until 
evenly coated; then transfer and stand on the 
clingfilm. 

Once set, store in a sealed container in a cool 
place.

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C HRISTMAS has

There are some very

The staging is light and 
vibrant and with the projected 
backdrops, is able to convey the 
many different scenes, which 
range from the North Pole to 
the New York skyline. Every bit 
of Christmas magic is 
exploited, with a slightly 
frightening ice-skating scene 
and the climactic take-off of 
Santa’s sleigh, which, with the 
addition of snow, is really 
captivating. 

Funny, charming and just 
about as much Christmas as 
you can fit into a two-and-a-bit- 
hour show, Elf will leave you 
feeling warm and ready for the 
long slog of the festive period.

Steaming into the class divide 


The Hairy Ape *** 

THIS was the second offering 
from new artistic director 
Matthew Warchus at the Old 
Vic and marked a return to 
using the regular proscenium 
arch stage of the grand old 
theatre, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

The Hairy Ape, Eugene 
O’Neill’s 1922 Expressionist 
play about a ship stoker on an 
ocean liner is a brave and ballsy 
production to have chosen. 

It depicts a class divide and 
the helplessness a member of 
society’s underclass can feel 


when it is cruelly illustrated to 
him by someone from higher up 
the social standing. 

The central character, a 
macho American played by 
Bertie Carvel, is at times really 
quite frightening and with his 
brothers in the belly of the ship 
provides a noisy and visually 
exhausting performance. The 
garish bright yellow of the set 
and extreme lighting is at times 
really quite hard on the eyes but 
allows the senses to be well and 
truly filled with the artistry of 
the piece. 

Steffan Rhodri, fresh from 


the Mentalists at the 
Wyndham’s Theatre again 
shows his stage excellence as a 
drunken Irishman stuck in the 
past and Callum Dixon is 
masterful as the politically 
motivated stoker who is trying 
to enlist his colleagues.

The actress, who is probably 
best known for her onscreen 
exploits with comedy legend 
Victoria Wood, but who has 
also appeared in Coronation 
Street and alongside Richard 
Wilson in BBCl’s One foot in

the Grave, is no stranger to 
London theatre-goers, having 
played the indomitable Madame 
Morrible in the smash hit 
musical Wicked.

Lee gives 
classics a 
youthful 
flourish 


L EE Mead first shot 
to stardom after 
winning the BBC’s 
search-for-a-star TV pro¬ 
gramme Any Dream Will 
Do. 

The show saw Mead chosen 
by the public to play the title 
role in the West End revival of 
the Andrew Lloyd Webber and 
Tim Rice musical Joseph and 
the Amazing Technicolour 
Dreamcoat. 

Eight years later and with a 
celebrity marriage, numerous 
successful stage roles and a 
two-year stint on the TV show 
Casualty behind him, Lee will 
once again take to the West End 
stage when his Some En¬ 
chanted Evening tour reaches 
its culmination at the Garrick 
Theatre on December 6. Lee 
has somehow managed to jug¬ 
gle both the tour and his film¬ 
ing for Casualty in Cardiff and 
still found time to talk to me, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

“I’m really enjoying it. It’s a 
short tour of only ten concerts 
because I’m filming Casualty 
at the moment so I’m in Cardiff 
during the week. It took about 
four or five months to put the 
tour together so we’re going to 
continue it into next year. I’ve 
got a fourth album coming out 
in March with songs from the 
same show and then the plan is 
to do a couple of dates in 
March and then do a full tour 
next October.” 

The tour is named after the 
song which was made famous 
by Perry Como and comes 


from the Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein classic musical South 
Pacific. Lee has long been a fan 
of the old musicals and watch¬ 
ing them as a child provided 
the spark that first ignited his 
interest in becoming a per¬ 
former. Choosing the songs for 
both the tour and the album 
was a difficult task but Lee ex¬ 
plains why he wanted to per¬ 
form this type of music. 

“That was kind of one of the 
reasons for me wanting to do 
this tour. The initial reaction 
could be, oh it’s songs from the 
40s and 50s and songs that can 
be quite fuddy duddy and a bit 
old but I thought it would be re¬ 
ally nice to produce those 
songs for a younger audience 
and a much wider audience, but 
also do them in a really modem 
and fresh way. I think we’ve 
achieved that with the arrange¬ 
ments of the songs and I think 
that was the trick to make sure 
the arrangements weren’t a car¬ 
bon copy from that era.” 

Lee comperes the evening 
himself and talks about the 
composers and lyricists of the 
era as well as telling stories 
from his life and career. With a 
band, including a full sized 
grand piano, you can expect a 
big authentic sound to go along 
with Lee’s glorious vocals. 

As the Garrick concert is on 
December 6, much of the capi¬ 
tal will be festooned with lights 
and holly ready for the festive 
period and Lee has promised 
some Christmas carols as part 
of his set to help get everyone 
in the spirit. The concert will

just be the start of Lee’s busy 
festive period however, with 
the star joining friends Julian 
Clary and Marti Pellow in one 
of the country’s biggest pan¬ 
tomimes in Birmingham, 
where he will play the role of 
Aladdin. He then goes from 
flying carpet to flying car when 
he takes on the part of Caracta- 
cus Potts in the touring produc¬ 
tion of Ian Lleming’s children’s 


masterpiece Chitty Chitty Bang 
Bang. 

Lee will be finishing as 
Lofty on Casualty within the 
next few weeks but assures me 
the door has been left open for 
his return. Without the trek 
back and forth to Cardiff, he 
hopes he will get to spend more 
time with his five-year-old 
daughter, Betsy. 

“I don’t want to miss out on

her years too much. I’m on the 
road for three months and I’ve 
got my tour but I’ve got half the 
year off so I’ll be able to do the 
school runs and things and just 
be around. Hopefully it will be 
a nice balance next year.”

Lyric’s kids 
lead way in

THIS Christmas the Lyric 
Hammersmith is presenting 
the pantomime spectacular 
Cinderella.

THE Lyric is staging the classic 
fairytale this year but with an 
urban flavour that's typical of a 
theatre with a youth programme 
and community involvement 
almost unrivalled in the city.

She's quite headstrong but 
in a laid back sort of way so she is 
a bit ditsy." 

Karl said:"He's quite awkward 
actually, this Prince Charming. 
There's a lot of pressure on him 
from his dad to find a wife for this 
ball and if he doesn't choose one 
for himself then his dad is going 
to choose one for him. Then he 
bumps into Cinderella and he 
falls in love with her but because 
he's quite awkward he doesn't 
know how to chat her up or woo 
her. He's the prince of the 
kingdom and I think he's quite 
happy about that but he's not as 
confident or as smooth as some 
other Prince Charmings." 

Both stars have come up 
through the ranks, having 
performed in the ensembles of 
previous Lyric pantomimes 
before undertaking their 
professional training.

2. Whilst works are in progress, or whilst the authorised traffic signs are displayed, 
no person shall cause any vehicle to proceed, stop, wait, load or unload in Rickett 
Street and Roxby Place. 

3. An alternative route for traffic in article 2 would not be required. 

4. Exemptions would be provided in the Order to permit reasonable access to 
premises, so far as it is practical without interference with the execution of the said 
work and for works vehicles, any vehicle being used in connection with police, fire 
or ambulance purposes and anything done with the permission or at the direction 
of a police constable in uniform. 

5. The Order would come into operation on Monday, 23rd Novemeber 2015 and 
would be valid for a maximum period of 18 months or until works are completed, 
whichever is the sooner. 

6. Works would be expected to commence on Monday, 23rd November 2015 and 
last for 2 weeks. The dates specified are for guidance and informative purposes 
only and works may extend outside these dates.

attended last week’s 
fans’ fomm with club 
ambassador and former 
Hoop Andy Sinton. 

Best way forward 

American Hoos had 
just flown back from 
Malaysia, where he had 
met with the club 
owners and director of 
football Les Ferdinand 
to discuss the best way 
forward and a long-term 
replacement for recently 
sacked Chris Ramsey. 

Ferdinand was due to 


face the fans but had to 
pull out through illness. 

In his place, the 
eloquent Hoos - who has 
an impressive track 
record in similar previous 
roles at Fulham, 

Leicester City and 
Burnley - outlined his 
job in helping Rangers to 
make the right 
appointment: “First of all 
you have to establish 
what you want from a 
competency level from 
your manager. You get 
those competency levels 
down, describe what the 
attributes are. 

“You don’t say, ‘can he 
get players in on loan 
from, say, Chelsea, 
because he knows Jose 
Mourinho’ - believe me, 
there are some clubs who 


recmit (managers) that 
way and it’s a bad way to 
do it. 

“Swansea have shown 
the proper way to do it. 
Have a philosophy and 
bring in managers that fit 
in with that philosophy. 

“So we have the 
components of that 
philosophy written down. 


I’ve got my set-piece 
interview questions to 
try and assess them on a 
scale of this is how they 
fit it into the 
philosophies, and there 
will be certain things 
that are weighted more 
heavily than others. 

“It’s a bit like Prozone 
with players - it doesn’t 
tell you the whole story 
but it gives you a good 
guide and then you can 
dig deeper. 

“Right now there is a 
very long list. We’ll cut 
that down to a short list, 


where Les and I do the 
interviews. We’ll get 
that process down so 
that there are four or 
five in the second, final 
round of interviews with 
Les, myself and the 
owners and that’s how 
we’ll come up with our 
manager. 


“Time-wise? As soon 
as we can get the right 
guy in. What I wouldn’t 
want is to be in a 
situation where we have 
to have someone in next 
week or the week after 
and it doesn’t happen, or 
we rush it and say, ‘oh 
my god, we said we’d 
have somebody in situ 
by this time’. 

“We need to look at 
this as a long-term 
appointment, so we 
really need to get it 
right.” 

Another indication that 
R’s have adopted the 
patient approach came 
last week, when Neil 
Warnock was given the 
go-ahead to bring in his 
own assistant in the 
form of Kevin 
Blackwell. 

Blackwell previously 
worked with Warnock at 
Huddersfield, Plymouth, 
Bury and Sheffield 
United, while he also 
assisted him during his 
previous spell at Loftus 
Road. 

“I know how Kevin 
works, he is very good 
on the training field and 
will provide me with an 
extra pair of eyes,” 
Warnock told 
www.qpr.co.uk. 

“I have spoken with 
Les Ferdinand and I 
have to operate as the 
head coach - for 
however long that might 
be. 

“When you look at the 
fixtures coming up, I 
don’t think anyone will 
be rushing in to take 
over for those! We’ve 
got to embrace it, and 
give it our best shot.”

Whites have been reliable bankers 
for goal-backers so far this season and I'll be 
surprised if there aren't at least three goals at 
Stadium MK, with Fulham coming out on top 
in a see-saw battle. 


Placed precariously one place above the 
drop zone, MK Dons have scored only seven 
goals in their eight home league games this 
campaign and lost five times. 

Even if Symons'successor isn't named 
before Saturday, Fulham players will be out 
to impress their next incumbent manager.

Lord’s go-ahead 


■ LORD’S, the Home of 
Cricket, is to undergo further 
long-term improvements. 

The MCC has been granted planning 
permission by Westminster City 
Council to redevelop the south¬ 
western corner of the ground in St 
John’s Wood. 

The South-Western Project, which 
also includes a new Thomas Lord 
building and Tavern pub, is phase two 
of the Masterplan for Lord’s. 

The earliest that work will begin on 
the project in its current form will be 
autumn 2019, because Lord’s must be 
free of building works that summer 
for the ICC World Cup. 

The key elements of the scheme are: 

• A new Tavern and Allen Stand - a 
single structure to replace the existing 
two. The design incorporates 5,200 
seats, an increase of 1,082 compared 
to the existing stand. 

• A new Thomas Lord Building with 
a street-facing reception, a banqueting 
suite and offices for MCC staff. 

• A new Tavern pub, opening into 
the Harris Garden as well as onto the 
street. 

• Enhancement of the area around 
the Grace Gates to establish a more 


welcoming, pedestrian-friendly public 
realm. 

• A new Harris Garden building with 
a bar facing out onto the Garden and 
additional dressing rooms both for 
squash and tennis players, and to 
better accommodate double-header 
matches. 

• Reorganisation of the pavilion to 
enlarge the dressing rooms, and 
convert a current office, physio room 
and women’s toilets on the corridor 
between the two dressing rooms into 
space for team management and a 
players’ gym. 

• An enlarged and deepened 
basement which will enable vehicles 
to make deliveries directly to catering 
facilities, etc, underground, removing 
the need to use the Grace Gate 
entrance. 

Work on phase one of the 
Masterplan for Lord’s, the 
redevelopment of the Warner Stand, 
began in September this year with the 
new stand to be completed by the 
2017 season. 

The stand will, however, be in use 
during the 2016 season, to allow 
Lord’s to operate at full 28,000 
seating capacity for all major matches.

He subsequently had a two-year 
spell in charge of West Ham - the 
club where he began his playing 
career - but resigned in September 
2008 after a dispute with the board 
because of a lack of control over 
transfer policy. 

Unless'Curbs'has abandoned his 
hands-on,'old school'approach to 
management, this would appear to 
be a major sticking point given the 
new criterion laid down by the 
Fulham hierarchy. 

On the other hand, Curbishley 
knows the club well and the people 
running it must be fully aware of 
what he has to offer. 

He had a two-month spell as 
technical director at Fulham in 2013- 
14 but left when Felix Magath 
became manager. 

But he rejoined Whites in an 
advisory capacity to Symons earlier 
this year and has been a regular 


fixture in the Fulham dug-out. 

He is also employed by Sky Sports 
as a co-commentator, mainly 
covering games in the Dutch league. 

"I won two promotions (with 
Charlton) and been in the play-offs 
before," he pointed out. 

Although the 5-2 home defeat by 
Birmingham City in their last game 
under Symons leaves Fulham mid¬ 
table in 12th place, Curbishley still 
believes they are capable of finishing 
in the top six this season. 

"With the top two at the moment 
on 30-odd points, it is a big haul to 
catch them," he said. 

"Fulham have got a side which 
could, on its day, beat anyone 4-0. 
But they could get beat 4-0. Whoever 
comes in has got to try and change 
that a little bit. 

"You have got to get the results. It 
is difficult but it can be done," 
Curbishley added.

C HELSEA owner Roman 
Abramovich is prepared to write 
off this season in terms of the 
league championship and use the next 
two transfer windows to reshape the side 
to challenge for major honours. 

And Jose Mourinho is expected to be in charge to 
oversee the next revolution. 

Mourinho, who was banned by the FA from 
attending Blues’ last game at Stoke, will be back in the 
Chelsea dugout on Saturday when they return to 
league action following the international break at 
home against Norwich City. 

The under pressure Portuguese manager is 
increasingly confident that he can turn the first team’s 
fortunes around and that he will be entrusted with 
future incoming and outgoing transfers. 

In these uncertain times for Chelsea, three points is 
no longer a given but at least the green shoots of form 
seem to be coming from the players who need to 
perform well consistently.

Back on radar 

Antoine Griezmann is back on the Russian owner’s 
radar. The 24-year-old French striker was courted by 
Mourinho last summer but he chose to honour the new 
contract he had just signed at Atletico Madrid. 

Getting him in January might prove beyond the 
capability of director of football Michael Emenalo but 
a bid of up to £40m is likely to test Atletico’s resolve. 

On-loan striker Radamel Falcao was once feared 
across Europe but is now a pale shadow of his former 
self. It’s believed that Mourinho would be more than 



happy to see the back of 
the Colombia striker and 
that a cut-their-losses 
move back to his parent 
club Monaco could 
happen in January. 

That would leave 
Mourinho with just two 
experienced strikers, 

Diego Costa and Loic Remy. Remy has hit the back of 
the net just twice this season, while number one striker 
Costa has just one goal more. 

Costa is nowhere near the lethal hit man that he was 
last season, when he notched 21 goals in all 
competitions as he propelled Blues to the Premier 
League title and League Cup success. The snarling 
striker seems more concerned with upsetting defenders 
than scoring goals. 

But with Cesc Fabregas flying for Spain, as 
evidenced by his man-of-the-match performance 
against England at the weekend, the omens are that 
Norwich could well be on the receiving end of a 
rejuvenated midfielder, who might just provide the 
ammunition for his club and international team-mate. 

Fabregas, who had Costa, Pedro (as a sub) and Cesar 
Azpilicueta alongside him during Friday’s 2-0 win in 
Alicante, is certain that Spain are back to their best. 



Focus on Craven Cottage

Fulham target head coach 


F ULHAM have made it clear they are 
looking to appoint a head coach rather 
than an autonomous'old-style' 
manager. 

With Whites next in action in the 
Championship at MK Dons on Saturday, first 
team coaches Mark Pembridge and Sean Reed 
have been supervising training while chief 
football officer Mike Rigg conducts the search 
for Kit Symons' replacement. 

Nigel Pearson, who was sacked as Leicester 
City's boss last summer after steering them to 
Premier League safety, was the bookies' 
favourite as LWN went to press. But given his 
fractious relationship with the board and high 
profile controversies that brought his 
management style into question, it would be a 
surprise to see him re-locate to SW6. 

Rigg said: "We’re not looking for a manager. As 
an increasing number of clubs are these days, 
we are focussing on a head coach. 

"The size of the vast majority of 
Championships clubs now, there is so much 
going on that the aim of the head coach is to 
focus on what's happening on the pitch. That's 
not to say that the head coach isn't consulted 


and involved in the whole process about new 
signings. 

"The head coach has to be involved in the 
whole process and I'm going to make sure we 
do that," said Rigg, who confirmed that the new 
man will report directly to him, as the link 
between the football management and the 
board. 

"My job, and let’s make this absolutely clear, is 
to do everything I possibly can to support the 
head coach. 

Not a dictatorship 

"It will always be to question it, in a healthy 
way. It’s not a dictatorship by me. It's not me 
picking the team or deciding the tactics. 

"My job is to co-ordinate a strategy which 
does everything we possibly can to maximise 
our resources and support the head coach. 

"This is our vision as a club, a decision we have 
come to collectively from Mr Khan right the way 
down, it's not my vision. 

"There are a lot of good people out there - 
some people in work, others out of work and 
there's a lot of interest. We are a very values- 


driven club and, culturally, we have to make 
sure we bring in a successful head coach that 
we'd like to think has a proven track record of 
being able to succeed. 

"But also, at the same time, fit in to the values 
and the direction, strategically, where we want 
to go as a club. Ultimately, that's about getting 
back into the Premier League." 

Despite being out of football management for 
seven years, Alan Curbishley has refused to rule 
himself out of the running for the vacant 
manager's job. 

The 58-year-old was an advisor to Kit Symons 
at Craven Cottage before the Welshman was 
sacked a little under two weeks ago. 

"It's up to other people. They need to think 
about what kind of manager they want," 
Curbishley said. 

"It is an attractive job and I'm sure there are 
going to be lots of people who will be 
applying." 

Curbishley spent 15 years as Charlton Athletic 
manager between 1991 and 2006, establishing 
the club in the Premier League.

“We recovered things we were missing at the last 
World Cup,” he said. “We proved we can beat anyone 
because England are a great squad full of quality 
players. The way we played against them showed our 
football was impressive.” 

One player who does not need to regain form is 
fellow midfielder Willian. By general consensus the 
Brazilian has been the stand-out performer in a season 
so far best forgotten. 

Willian, who cost Blues £23m in 2013, has hit five 
goals this season, including some sensational free- 
kicks. 

One man who rates Willian is Chelsea goalkeeper 
Asmir Begovic: “Willian has taken his game on to 
another level,” said the Bosnian. “He’s been 
outstanding and everyone can see that. 

“He’s a world class player and scoring some fantastic 
goals, which is great for us. 

“It’s not just the goals but his extraordinary work- 
rate that impresses fans and players alike. 

“I didn’t know how good he was when I first came 
here. But I said it to a couple of people after I first 
trained with him. The other guys get more of the 
headlines but he is absolutely outstanding.” 

Begovic hasn’t given up hope that Chelsea's parlous 
league position, 16th, is just a blip and that better times 
are ahead. 

He says: “We are looking to get back-to-back wins 
regardless. It’s something we need to do. 

“We haven't given up on a place in the top four. 

“We know we are a good team and once our form 
clicks we will push up the league very quickly. We 
have to take it step by step and pick up those points.” 

Mourinho might just have the answer to his goal¬ 
scoring crisis right under his nose. 

Having chosen to farm out strikers Dominic Solanke 
and Patrick Bamford to Vitesse Arnhem and Crystal 
Palace respectively, Blues’ boss could promote Tammy 
Abraham to the first team as the third-choice forward, 
if Falcao is offloaded in the New Year. 

Last season Abraham and Solanke smashed in 71 
goals between them and already this season, 18-year- 
old Abraham, a former Pimlico Academy student, has 
shown enough striking prowess to be knocking on 
Mourinho’s door. 

Abraham hit a brace for England under-19s as the 
young Lions beat Japan 5-1 and also scored against 
Holland in their other friendly last week. 

Mourinho is not noted for putting his trust in youth. 
Having said he would give Ruben Loftus-Cheek a run 
in the side, he soon ditched the 19-year-old midfielder 
after 45 minutes of the 2-0 win against Aston Villa. 

But he may be forced into giving Abraham a chance 
sooner than he would have expected. 

Abraham was outstanding in last season’s under-18 
FA Youth Cup triumph and the Blues will begin the 
defence of the trophy with a home match against 
Huddersfield Town at Aldershot Town FC on 
December 19.
